2. Informal CIA inquiry addressed to the Secretary, Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, indicates that last year an official U.S. position was 
adopted with the approval of the Department of State. At that time 
the U.S. view favored the Balkan Entente, provided that no action 
taken within its framework be incompatible with the responsibilities 
of Greece and Turkey as NATO members or inconsistent with the planning 
of that organization. The question now raised, however, is whether the 
previous position can still be considered valid in the absence of review 
hy the new Chiefs of Staff and the Department of State. 


3* It is suggested that the problem be resolved in one of two ways: 


a. The question can be raised informally by you at a 
meeting of t he Joint Chiefs of Staff, pointing out the ne ed 
for guidancel 


b. The question could be formally presented to the 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff in a memorandum.
